Mr. Fred Smith, then read an excell- 
ent paperon the subject ‘Has wheat 
growing been profitable,’ which was as 
follows: 


the letter 
Whyte. 


HAS WHEAT GROWING BEEN PROFITABLE. 


This is one of the questions that can be 
truthfully answered both yes and no, the 
affirmative answer is correct if we look 
back over the 12 years past and consider 
the average, quality, yield and price ob- 
tained by the successful or deserving 
farmer of this district, but if you consider 
the price and yield for the past two years 
we answer in the negative no matter how 
deserving he may have been, that isto 
say judgement caution, experience and 
hard work did not make wheat growing 
profitable by the average farmer. 

When we use the word profit we do not 
give it the meaning that the railroad 
corporation do when they are making 
allowance for big dividens on watered 
stock and enormas sslaries fer their 
Presidents. 

The North West Farmer 9% months 
since tricd to assertain the profit in 
growing wheat by getting Mt the cost per 
acre and that did not. bring out anything 
definate as there wasa_ differance of over 
$3.00 per acre among those who took part 
in the discussion. 

Neither do we expect a profit in yrow- 
ing wheat sufflcient to make any of us 
millionares for such a thing was never 
kuown, but we have a right to call profit 
all we obtain for our wheat over $5 00 
per day for man and team, actual work, 
board included, actual expenses and legal 
interest on investment, 4 

But while we are doubting and differing 
about what isa profitin growing wheat, 
we can see positive proof that some farm 
ers have made and saved growing wheat, 
have bought farms, buiit cam- 
farm buildings 


sinee some 
fortable and permanent 
and even some have made sufficient to 
retire into our cities, ab the same time 
many have been obliged to give up th 
struggle trying to grow wW heat ata 
profit having suffered the loss of all their 
seres and chattels and many years oftoil. 
Therefore we must coaclude that this im 
portant question may be answered yes 
and no. 

This question is important because it 
has a bearing on the future and in order 
to make this sabject of some use We are 
justitied in giviug it that term, but as the 
past 12 years cannot be lived over again, 
yt they may be very useful to us by 
making use of the experience dearly 
bought in many instances. For myselt I 
think it no wondsr that many have failed 
to grow wheat at a profit: im the past, f1 
had they succeeded Manitoba would have 
been # superior paradise to that we have 
described in that Good Old Book. Some 
are becoming discouraged and think there 
is no use trying to grow wheat at a pron! 
in this country, with those persons 1 beg 
to differ as we can grow wheat here as 
cheap or with as much prot as ary part 
ef the civilized world if we are allowed to 
buy our requiremenfs in an open market 
and get reasonable rates of tramsporta 
tion, and since these are hinderances that 
are under our control Tam prepared to 
yrow wheat as the lead.ot crop just as 
long 4s any ether farmer iu ihe province, 
and while doing so, helpin Farm Instu 
tute work and other legitimate means to 
remove these unnatural hinderances te 
protiteble wheat growing. 

I will now conctude this effort by giv 
ing some of the ways and means wherein 
we may increase our profits for I am hope- 
fal of the future as already hinted and the 
following are some of the reasons. 

Our requirements are decreasing in 
price and will continue to do so if we are 
true to ourselves and this is the only true 
loyalty. 

We can increase our profits by buying | 
our necessities for cash as we ean yrow 
wheat cheaper with an outfit that is paid | 
for. | 

Doing without until we can buy for 
cash, that means buy less. |

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We can imcrease our profit by combined 
action to raise the price by insisting on 
lower freight rates. 

Some of us can increase the profits by 
doing the work ourselves that has been 
done by hired help in the past.

And we can imcrease our profit by the | 
past experience of those who have made a | 
success of whest growing and also by the | 
experience of those who have madesa_ 
failure.

; In localities favorable to wheat grow- 
ing he has known considerable profit to 
have been made. In his opision, farmer 
who have land well adapted for wheat 
should not throw the wheat overboard 
for stock, but tryto mske their land 
grow more and better wheat to the acr-, 
this could be done by better cultivation. 
In the near future the necessaries n= by 
the farmer would be more reasonable in 
price: One point he wisheditv impress 
on all farmers was the necessity ef grow- 
ing wheat without smut, by united action 
smut might be entirely abolished. 
The frost we cannot so easily get over but 
ye: @ proper rotation of crops etc, will at 
east in a ureasure counteract the influence 
of the frost. It would be wise for every 
farmer to growas much wheat as we re- 
quire for consumption on the farm and 
for the feeding of our stock etc. He 
thought hegscn the whole protitabie, 
but thought it not wise to drop wheat 
altogether. On the low lying farms mux- 
ed facming should be carried on to a large 
oxtent.
